MASSACHU- 


SETTS. 


A few days ogo tho Evening News, 


published at Salt Lake City, a paper 
which has u large circulation in Utah 
made uu attack on Joseph Cook for de.1 
nounoing polygamy in one of his Monday 
lectures delivered recently. 
Mr. Cook 


did nothing more than to endorse the 
the official conduct of Governor Murray 
in vigorously and courageously enforcing 
the provisions of the Edmunds law. To 
this the Evening News tikos exceptions, 
and in making a bold defense of not only 
Morraouinm, but polgamy, publishes this 
libel: 


Under the present laws of Massidiu 


setts, a girl m«y consent to her own ruin 
ut the age ot t?n jents! 1C she is teii 
yeurt ol(i she has reached tho ago of con- 
sent, and may frojly dispose of her per- 
son, except >>!/ tcuy pf iinirri'ifit'. 
A child 


of ten yeurs may be seduced by n brute 
of any age, and if it can be established 
taat she cousenU'il, he is free from any 
legal penaltv. But tue luw forbids tue 
issuance of a license to marry, t:> any girl 
under the iigo uf eighteen veurs without 
tho consent in writing, of tbe parent or 
guardian, and justice' or ministers who 
marry minors without such license or 
certificate, render themselves Hauls ton 
line. Thus marriage is checked and 
crime encouraged. 


In each a condition ot the law, what 


wonder there is such a terrible condition 
of Massachusetts society. A young girl 
may consent to proeti'nto her body, but 
not to give herself in marriage. A lech- 
erous man may tako advantage o£ trust- 
ing youth and yielding affection, and 
destroy virtue with impunity: but ho 
must not marry the victim of bis wiles if 
she hos not reached the age of eighteen 
yours. There may bt> nothing wrong in 
tho marriage restriction, but who can find 
words to express the infamy of tho pro- 
vision concerning "the age of consent" to 
ruin, corruption and disgrace'! 


A paper which has tho boldness to 


make such a statement as tho foregoin2f 
naturally does not lack tbe audacity to 
commend polygamy. But it shows how 
utterly lost to all sense of honor a Mor- 
mon can become when he undertakes to 
defend his so-called religion, and bow far 
ho will got from the truth in comparing 
the morality of Utah with that of Mass, 
achusotls. 


But let us see it a girl 111 Massachu- 


setts can dispose of ;ier virtue at will; 
and laugh at the moral sense ot tho 
community and mock ut criminal law. 
In the statutes ot that state, under tho 
title of "Oil'onces against chastity, mo- 
rality and decency," is the following 
section: 
"If any man shall commit 


fornication with any unmarried female, 
each if them shall be punished by im- 
prisonment m the county jail." This has 
been in tho statute books for more than 
fifty yours, and is very much the same as 
the law in this state. 
Tho moral atmos- 


phere of Utah can not bo purified by 
such a wretched attempt as this to com- 
pare its virtue with thatot Massachusetts 
or any other state. 
If women bring 


forth paupers, and tho children aro "bred 
to vice while the mothers run riot to ruin 
aud to hell," it is "Utah, and not in Moss- 
ohusette. It was not a growing sentiment 
in the Bay State which induced several 
thousands of women a few years ago to 
to petition the legislature to abolish the 
legal restrictions that prevent a man from 
marrying and living with more than one 
wife, on the alleged ground that the sur- 
plus women of that state saw no oppor- 
tunity for honorable motherhood unless 
this was done, but was the work of Mor- 
mon missionaries, who went among tho 
lower class ot factory girls and umon^" 
houses of prostitution in the large cities 
and appealed for signatures to the peli 
tion. 


Young women are as well protected in 


Massachusetts as in any state in the 
Union, and there is less crime there in 
proportion to population, and more pub 
Ho decency, than in the territory which 
mokes slaves of women and institutes 
plural marriages Jor tho purpose of grati- 
jving the lusts of the lieeh.

o£ terror and bloodshed lias been inaugur- 
ated bwo, and although serious results woro 
not unlookod for, fow wars prepared for tho 
suddou o.ud t«rrib!o manner in which it 
came. For sovurul days past tbu demon- 
strations that wore mado on tho part of the 
strikers und tho fact that tho froigllC-housoa 
and yurds of tho railroad companies wore 
being tilled with hired deputy sheriffs, con- 
vinced the more cool-headed that nothing 
short ot n miracle would provout a bloody 
riot. Tho hired deputies were stationed ill 
every railway yard, and wherever there 
were (intrauctH barricades woro thrown up, 
behind which tho deputies were posted, tho 
purpose boinj; to keop tho strikers entirely 
out of the yards, aud no ono vroa permitted 
inside unless bo had a pass.

quot hud sent homo his posse of 200 uiou und 
If they bad been hero they woro not prop- 
orly armed for tho emergency.

Joyce called on tbe shorill' in tho morning 
with u view of prevailing on him to summon 
enough men to watch every street in the 
city, and esp-icially tiio streets on tho island, 
so that teainsf.TS who doulrod to go to work 
might by able to do so without being inter- 
fered with.

BEGINNING OF THK TltOUUI.Jl 


About 2:15 o'clock a crowd consisting o( 


from 100 to ISO men, mostly strikers, were 
gathered at tho oast end o£ tho bridge, near 
the Louisville & Naslivillo railroad track. 
They were watching the operations of a 
Louisvills & Nashvillo switch engine, and 
us it passed and ropaasod thorn, jeorocl tho 
onginoor and crow that was attending to 
Iho switching opprobioua; epithets woro also 
applied, but woro not noticed by the switch- 
inn' cruw. This continued tor somo time, 
tho strikers susming to become more and 
more excited, Watching this nceno were 
flvo deputy sheriffs, two of whom were 
armed with Winchester rifles, and three 
with heavy navy revolvers. They were 
stnnding oil tho Louisville & Nashville 
trestle, about twenty foot from Cahokia 
bridge. They norvously watched tho action 
of tho crowd and llnaliy n:shed forward. 
Thuy wure joined by about ten other 
deputies and losing onUro L-ontrol over them- 
selves, 


riiiiiD ruoMiscuousi-v KIOIIT AND LEFT. 


The crowd broko and ran In all directions, 
uttoriug malodicUons.as they retroatod, and 
tho piercing cry of a woman was heard 
abovo tho din. MoUwithstandiug that tho 
strikers were in Cull rotrant, tho deputies 
pursued thorn in tho direction of tho bridge, 
shooting while in progress. At least 150 to 
i!UO *hots woro fired. Two men Cell in their 
trucks on tho bridge, whilo ono man was 
soe:i to topplo over into Cahokln. creek

arose from the witnossos of this outrage, and 
every one in tho vicinity hastened to put 
u brick wall between thooisolvos and tlio 
louden messengers of death. 


But Shis was not enough. Tho outpouring 


o£ blood that bad brought sorrow and mil- 
try into half a do/on homes was not yet 
completed. 
Alter tbo brlof but bloody 


struggle on tho narrow trestle bridge over 
tho Cahokia, tho doputy sheriffs, apparently 
terrified at tho deadly havoc tboy bad com- 
mitted, turned westward and retroatod pro- 
cipitati'ly toward the bridge. They had 
almost roachod tho East End brldgf; houso 
whon they were overtaken by Mayor Joyce, 
Officer Doud and T. A. C»nty. Mayor 
Joyoo at once ordered tho men to return 
to tlio Louisville & Koahvillo yards. "It'u 
no use iu us going," said ono of the dopu- 
ties, 


'•WE'LL HE LYNCHED ALIVE." 


"There is no danger ot that," Joyca au- 


sworod. "I want you men to return, and 1 
promise you adequate protection." 


The deputies still refused, ar.d finally tho 


mayor said that he would bo compelled to 
orroit tbe lendon of tho deputies in viow of 
what had occurred. After a short scumo 
two of the deputies were arrested and tho 
mayor and officers utartod off-with thsm. 


WANTON Ml/KDBK AGAIN. 


Tboy bad gone loai tt»n a hundred yards 


when tbo deputies, as if by a blind impulfle, 
nod with no apparent causo, except in tho 
hope of killing tho mayor and tho olHcor, 
bogan firing. Thora wer« iflveral people on 
cho bridge coming up at the time. 
They 


wero not strikers, but pedestrians crossing 
over. 
There was but a slnglo volley, but 


whon tbo smoke cleared awny a man lay 
stretched apparently lifeless oir thu walk. 
In an incredibly short space of tiino o. crowd 
gathered, the prostrato man was carriod to 
tba bridge houso, whon ho w»s found to bo 
not dead, but dying. 
A bullot had gone 


through his nbdomon, and while he bretitbod 
life fled rapidly away. Ha wss unablo to 
spoak, but ho was ^seojoteod us C. E. 
Thompson, of 4081 California avunuo, St 
Louis. Tho deputies^ hoagtog together^for 
protection, 
rotroatod across the bridge 


toward St. Louis. 


DASTAHOLY JLKB UNPHOV01CED. 


Tho different eye wltnoisos of tho tragedy 


all agree that tho attack on tho strikers was 
most dastardly and entirely unprovoked. 
They all assort that is the natural conse- 
quence of putting Winchostors in the hands 
of inexperienced men who bavonevor before 
smelt powder, and who would be frightened 
at their shadow. As is usual in similar 
cases tho innocent suffered most. There was 
ono striker among tbo wounded. Tho lady 
who was shot was Mrs. Joseph Pfoilfor. She 
was hit in the back and can not live. Tho 
two men who i'oll on the bridge wero taken 
to Fisher's drug store, but they woro beyond 
medical skill.

Some of tbe deputies who failed to make 


connection with the frightened crowd who 
rushed 
poll-moll over 
thu bridgo, took 


refuge, chased by the crowd, in tho freight 
warehou*) und olHcos of tho Louiivillo iS: 
Hushvillo road and 
burred all the doors. 


Tha warohouae was surrui:ndjd by. an iui- 


meiis<rifrb'WO! wno" nocrrotnvnu" yeTk'd and 
urged thosa in front to attack tlio strong- 
bold and drive tho deputies out. 
Jfen went 


among tho crowd urging others to procure 
orms and shoot all tho deputies they could 
find. 
Some of the deputies, watching thoir 


opportunity, slipped out find worked their 
way among the freight cars unobserved. 
They left their guns behind them in tho 
freight bouse, and a Louisville tS: Nashville 
freight fur backed down nlongsido tho plat- 
form and took away tbo others to a pluce 
of safety.

THE BVKR HEADY LEADER TO A.VAHCHY. 
About half an hour after tho fight on 


Broadway an excltod, angry mob gathered 
in the square between tho city I'.all and the 
police station. 
A man named Dwyer, who 


formerly ran a variety dive, and nt present 
I'oliows no other occupation for a livelihood, 
was the center of a wild crowd, who loudly 
cheorod every incendiary statement that he 
uttered. Ho urged the man to "bang and 
kill," and wns in tho midst of an apponl to 
tho mob to follow him to the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi depot to "bunt for deputy sheriffs," 
whon John W. Hayes, the ono-urmed mem- 
ber of the general executive coinmittwi, 
Knichts of Labor; Martin O'Neill, and 
Knight of Labor Brown arrived upon tho 
scene. 


Mr. Brown mounted tbo stairs leading to- 


tho police station and yelled at che mob for 
munition, but tho infuriated men answered 
him with: "Hanc the curs," "kill thorn," und 
other remarks of tho 
same 
character. 


Brown began an Impassioned appeal for 
quioli, law and order, and by the nhoor force 
of his terriblo earnestness, rivitod tho atten- 
tion of tho crowd for a few minutes at a 
timo, whon thoy would break away from 
tho spoil of his eloquence and tako up their 
revolutionary yolls.
